The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Pittsfield, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Pittsfield on Tuesday the sixth day of March next, at Ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, and at GREENLEAF AUDITORIUM 
at Eight of the clock in the evening, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. (Polls shall be open at 10:00 A.M. and not close 
before 6:30 P.M.) 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
($160,000.00) of which one hundred and forty thousand 
dollars ($140,000.00) would be raised by bond issue, for 
the construction of a new fire station, and to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen at their discretion to fix the dates, 
maturities, denominations, the interest rate, the place of 
payment, the form and other details of said bonds and of 
providing for the sale thereof. (Recommended by Budget 
Committee.) 


3. If action on Article two (2) is favorable, to see if 
the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to receive 
any and all donations from the Pittsfield Fire Department 
building fund or any other source to be applied toward this 


appropriation. (Article 2) (Recommended by Budget Com- 
mittee.) 


4. If action on Article two (2) is favorable, to see if the 
Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to negotiate 
the sale of the present Fire Department building and land 
with proceeds to apply to this appropriation. (Article 2) 
(Recommended by Budget Committee.) 


5S. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of three thousand seven hundred dollars ($3,700.00) 
for the support of the salaries of the Barnstead Ambulance 
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Service. Said appropriation to be represented by one (1) 
appointed or elected member to a board of Advisors from 
each contributing Town. Each member to have an equal 
vote on the expenditure and management of all funds 
contributed by the Towns to the Service. (Entered without 
recommendation of the Budget Committee.) 


6. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to complete the 
upgrading of the Pittsfield Fire Alarm System. (Recom- 
mended by the Budget Committee.) 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept any and all 
monies available from the Revenue Sharing Act, Titled 
“State and Local Assistance Act of 1972.” 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell, rent or lease any or all property acquired by 
Tax Collector’s Deeds, or any other source, and to admin- 


ister scid property as they deem in the best interests of 
the Town. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sums of money recommended by the Budget Committee 
to defray Town expenses for the year ensuing or pass any 
motion re!ated thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of 1973 taxes, the 
same to be repaid with that year’s levy. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a cruiser 
for the sole use of the Pittsfield Police Department at a 
price of three thousand four hundred and sixty-five dollars

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1972 


In the year of 1972 the Town of Pittsfield was very 
fortunate to receive a sizeable bequest from a very suc- 
cessful former citizen of Pittsfield, the late Edward P. 
Sanderson. A trust fund of six hundred thousand dollars 
is now deposited with the Trust Department of the Amos- 
keag Bank of Manchester, New Hampshire. Under the 
terms of the will, Pittsfield High School will be the largest 
recipient from the yearly income. The selectmen, speaking 
for the people of Pittsfield, are very grateful for this 
generous gift. 


Revenue Sharing, a Federal Grant, is new this year. 
The amount received for 1972 is twenty-two thousand 
three hundred two dollars ($22,302.) There are some 
regulations as to how this money can be spent. We hope 
this money will always be spent in such a way that the 
citizens and the Town wil! derive maximum benefit. 


The Town Road Aid money this year was spent on the 
Dowboro Road which runs from the South Pittsfield Com- 
munity House to the New Orchard Road. The first section 
— about 25% — was widened and graveled. In 1973 we 
plan to continue this project. 


The Rotary and Lions Clubs, in cooperation with the 
selectmen and the State, are working on plans to beautify 
the “Dam Site” at the foot of Factory Hill. The selectmen 
wish to thank the Suncook Leather Co. for removing the 
big elm tree and the trailer box from the area. 

The perambulation of the Pittsfield-Epsom line was 
done this year. 


Ledgewood Properties Inc. purchased approximately 


100 acres of wooded land on the Clough Road — exten- 
sion of Tilton Hill Road — land known as Emerson-Greer 
lots. The developers plan to build three roads — two 


private and one built to T.R.A. specifications. Approxi- 
mately thirty-eight lots of over five acres each will be 
available for vacation and recreation homes. The T.R.A. 
specification road will run from Clough Road to Johnson 
Road which runs to Route 107. 
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A very successful Rabies Clinic was held April 22, 1972. 


The recently reactivated Planning Board has been 
meeting frequently. 


The Board mailed 1,800 questionnnaires and 618 were 
returned. They have also come up with an ordinance for 
the Town Warrant pertaining to trailers, mobilehomes, 
trailer parks, and mobilehome parks. 


Meetings are being held with Barnstead and Chichester 
to formulate plans for a new Sanitary Land Fill project to 
replace our present dump. This project must be comp- 
pleted by July 1, 1974.

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PERAMBULATION OF THE EPSOM-PITTSFIELD 
TOWN LINE 


Pursuant to a notice from the Selectmen of Epsom, 
N. H. to the Selectmen of Pittsfield, N. H. the undersigned 
met on November 4, 1972 at time and place specified and 
proceeded to perambulate the line between said towns and 
renewed the marks on the bounds thereon, to wit: 


Beginning at a stone monument set in the ground 
marked E-P-1913 and other dates and N on the east- 
erly side, standing on westerly line of the Town of 
Northwood, in a field formerly owned by Clarence 
Johnson, the same being the northeasterly corner of 
said Epsom and the southeasterly corner of said 
Pittsfield (marked ‘56); thence N 64 degrees 5’ W 
28 rods to a pile of stones and X on a ledge; thence 
147 rods to a stone monument standing on westerly 
side of the New Road, so-called, and marked E-P; 
thence about 372 rods to a stone monument standing 
on westerly side of the North Road, so-called, and 
marked E-P; thence 68 rods to a stone monument 
standing on the easterly side of the Range Road, so- 
called, and marked E-P; thence about 417 rods to a 
stone monument standing on the westerly side of the 
Locke Road, so-called, marked E-P; thence 114 rods 
to a stone monument standing on the westerly side of 
the Sherburne Road, so-called, and marked E-P, the 
bound being near the residence ~f Myron W. Kimball, 
formerly owned by John S. Clark. fhence 118 rods toa 
monument made of field stones about three feet high 
with a stone marked E-P-1854 standing by the west- 
erly side (this monument being built upon a ledge 
marked X-1916 and other d-tes.)

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative 
State-town program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, ap- 
pointed by the Director, Division of Resources Development 
upon recommendation of the Selectmen and the State’s 
District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire suppression 
and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and 
careless fires, which are charged to the responsible party. 
The State further provides fire detection services, prevention 
programs, fire training for town wardens and crews, and 
back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden 
controls all outside burning in his town except backyard 
cooking fires. Any person wishing to kindle a fire when 
the ground is not covered with snow must obtain a fire 
permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire Warden. No 
permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial pur- 
poses. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an 
extremely useful tool when under control but once allowed 
to run wild it can become a disastrous and devastating 
force. Only you can prevent a forest fire.

1972 HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Every new well or spring should be disinfected with 
two (2) cups bleach after being hooked up. Newly dug 
wells and springs need an air-tight cement cover. 


Any unusual odor and/or taste in well water generally 
can be cured with bleach. If trouble persists, have water 
tested. 


We have a new pump and plastic injection system at 
the chlorinator. We have had algae problems three times 
this year in our town water. These algae look very beautiful 
under the dark phase microscope, but they can cause 
cucumber and/or fish taste. Our old pump was struck by 
lightning June 28th during the hailstorm. 


Forty-seven (47) bacterial and one (1) chemical samples 
were tested. Twenty (20) algae samples were taken. Eight- 
een (18) swim samples were checked from the Forrest B. 
Argue Memorial Pool. 


Thirteen (13) complaints were handled, 5 foster homes 
inspected, 20 water bottles delivered to the State water 
testing lab, 4 bottles were delivered in Pittsfield, 18 bottles 
were picked up here, 8 health problems were discussed, 
1 septic tank was delivered, 2 private water samples were 
taken, and 2. passports were signed. 


Infectious diseases reported: infectious hepatitis 5, mumps 
1, chicken pox 1, regular measles 116 (many thanks to 
Helen Sweeney for providing information). (Dog bites—2)

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Pittsfield 
School District, | respectfully submit my seventh annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


Two years ago, my report reflected the effect of the 
State Elementary School Standards as they relate to the 
Pittsfield Elementary Schools. A similar listing reported the 
evaluation of the secondary school system. Now to take a 
look at what has been achieved since these evaluations 
were made. To be completely candored, no progress at the 
elementary level and limited progress at the secondary 
level. 


The elementary standards indicated the need for a phys- 
ical education program, improved library services, and 
more library books, as well as guidance services at the 
elementary level. The present elementary facilities are sub- 
standard in relationship to new modern elementary facil- 
ities. Today’s schools provide classrooms with 900 square 
feet each, drinking fountains, a lot of chalkboard and 
bulletin board space, good lighting and ventilation, work 
tables, and counters, sinks, modern toilet facilities, health 
offices, guidance, direct administration of curriculum coor- 
dination and supervision, central library and resource cen- 
ter, multi-purpose room with a stage and shower room 
facilities as well as adequate outside play area with appro- 
priate playground equipment. Applying the above to the 
Pittsfield Elementary Schools should make oneself seriously 
question the adequacy of the present facilities. This pro- 
blem needs to be studied and evaluated. It is my hope to 
have a committee established for this purpose, resulting 
in sound recommendations for future action by the voters. 


The secondary level has been improved but only as a 
result of the untiring efforts of Mr. Paradis. He has ob- 
tained monies from local organizations and individuals. 
The taxpayer, however, seems hesitant to meet the chal- 
lenge. As | have often indicated, the Pittsfield taxpayer is 
limited in their ability to improve the educational climate. 
Last year | questioned the ability of the property tax as the 
primary source of meeting the needs of Pittsfield’s youth. 
The State needs to contribute its appropriate share and 
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recognize its responsibility for financing the local educa- 
tional systems. The problem, however, is if the State does 
not come forth with adequate support, will the local tax- 
payer? The Pittsfield High School is full. The 1942 section 
of the school needs improved lighting and ventilation. 
Next year, or the year after, or in the very near future, 
Pittsfield needs to enter a school building program just to 
improve existing facilities to eleviate overcrowding, or in- 
stead, eliminate receiving tuition students. 


There are many serious educational problems to be ex- 
amined and evaluated during the next year. Through the 
efforts of interested parents, businessmen, citizens and the 
school board, | am confident the right solutions will be 
identified.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Pittsfield 
Schoo! District, | respectfully submit my first annual report 
as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 


| have selected the following topics to report on: (1) Re- 
cruitment of Teachers, (2) Length of Service on the Teaching 
Staff, (3) Staff Development, and (4) Minimum Standards 
and Recommendations for New Hampshire Public Element- 
ary Schools. 


It is commonly known that there is a greater supply of 
candidates for teaching positions today than in recent 
years. It is not commonly known, however, that the over 
supply of teachers is heavily concentrated in the areas of 
English, Social Studies, Biology, and Physical Education. 
There is still a need for qualified candidates in the areas 
of Special Education, Speech Therapy, all areas of Junior 
High, and Physical Science. It is for this reason that we 
maintain a full recruitment schedule with colleges and 


universities in an attempt to find the best available teach- 
ers for Pittsfield. 
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This past year | was involved in the recruitment of a total 
of 44 teachers for School Union #49. Eleven of these 
teachers were recruited for Pittsfield. 


As a result of having to fill this large number of positions, 
| did a survey as to the median length of teacher service 
in each school district in Supervisory Union #49, and found 
that for Pittsfield the median length of service, as of Sep- 
tember, was two years. It is difficult for a school system to 
undertake programs of curriculum development with such 
a high rate of teacher turnover. An immediate goal of the 
Pittsfield School System should be to retain its teachers for 
longer periods of service. 


The State Board of Education has mandated that each 
school union develop a plan of In-Service Education for 
teachers by July 1, 1975. This plan will replace the current 
procedures for teacher recertification. A School Union #49 
Committee of fifteen students, parents, teachers, board 
members, and administrators has been formed to develop 
this plan for In-Service Education. Teachers will be taking 
courses, participating in workshops, or doing individual 
projects that meet the identified In-Service needs of the 
Pittsfield Schoo! District. | am optimistic that this plan will 
result in an accomplishment of the desired objective to 
improve courses of instruction for the Pittsfield Schools. 


Last June we were required to submit a Minimum Ele- 
mentary School Standards Report to the State Department 
of Education. This report identified those areas of Pitts- 
field’s School Programs that do not presently meet the 
State Standards. The areas of deficiency are: Pupil-teacher 
ratio in excess of 25 to 1 in the primary grades; no phys- 
ical education program for the elementary schools; no 
special education program for children in grades 1-4; no 
guidance program for the elementary schools; inadequate 
library space for the elementary schools; no qualified per- 
son to direct the library program; inadequate annual ex- 
penditures for library resources. We hope until July 1, 


1975 to develop and implement acceptable programs in 
these areas. 


The School Board and Administration have identified 
Special Education and Library Expenditures as the two 
areas of greatest need for the school year 1973-74. Ade- 
quate funds for Library Expenditures are included in this 
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year’s budget and a special article in the Warrant gives 
Pittsfield Citizens an opportunity to vote on the Special 
Education Program. 


It has been my pleasure to work with the School Board, 
Superintendent Russell, Principal Paradis, and the School 
Faculty in an attempt to improve the educational oppor- 
tunities for Pittsfield youth.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISING PRINCIPAL 


To the Members of the School Board, the Superintendent 
of Schools and the Citizens of the Town of Pittsfield it is 
with pleasure that as Supervising Principal of the Pittsfield 
School District that | submit my fourth annual report. 


Pittsfield School District opened in September 1972 with 
thirty seven staff members, 813 students in Grades 1-12. 
Ten staff members were employed to replace teachers who 
left the system in June 1972. Mrs. Beverly Drolet replaced 
Mrs. Edith Purtell in Grade 4; Mr. Daniel Murphy replaced 
Mr. Norman Lambert in Grades 5-6 Science and Social 
Studies; Mr. Jim Rankin replaced Mr. L. Parkhurst Estabrook 
in Junior High and 9th grade Science; Mrs. Joyce Young 
replaced Mr. Albert Deal in High School English; Mrs. Jane 
Elliott replaced Miss Sandra Shipley in High School English; 
Mr. George Harris replaced Mr. Bruce Faller as the Music 
Director; Mr. Richard Oleson replaced Mr. Stephen Hallisey 
in High School Business Education; and Miss Elizabeth 
-Hertzfield replaced Miss Sallyann Jones in Special Education. 


Mrs. Joy Check and Mrs. MaryEllen Oleson are employed 
for one-half day as teacher aides in Grade 1. Mrs. Marsh 
and Mrs. Messer each have thirty two students in their first 
grade. In order to lighten the burden on this crowded situa- 
tion it was decided to hire an aide in each room. | might 
add that this does not solve the problem but it helps. 


We have adopted a new science program for Grades 
1-6. This science program is especially oriented to allow the 
students to learn by investigation, participation and exper- 
imentation. We are now in the process of recommending 


76 


for adoption a new Language Arts program for Grades 
1-6. As was explained in last year’s report, the selection 
process usually requires a full year of investigation by the 
staff and administration to select the best program 
available. 


Pittsfield High School was notified this year that we have 
been accredited by the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools for three years through 1975. A 
normal five year progress report will be due on June Ist 
of that year.This accreditation indicates that Pittsfield High 
School has met the accreditation standards in this Asso- 
ciation. 


Last year we received $15,000 from the federal govern- 
ment to implement a Vocational Education program in the 
high school for our nonacademic students. This year we 
received $10,000 to continue this program and added a 
course in building construction and building maintenance. 
The objective of the building construction course is to give 
Our seniors an opportunity to apply the skills they have 
learned in electricity, drafting and woodworking. Our in- 
tention is not to train finished carpenters but to give the 
students an opportunity to acquire more skills in the area 
of building construction to be better prepared as appren- 
tices. Building construction classes, under the supervision 
of Mr. Robert Stevens, have undertaken as a project this 
year the construction of a structure behind the Industrial 
Arts building to house this program. The building main- 
tenance course is to give the students an opportunity to 
learn how to maintain a building efficiently and effectively. 
The skills acquired in this course will enable an individual 
to be employable in a variety of different job areas. 


The fall of 1972 saw the introduction of a third girls 
varsity sport at Pittsfield High School, that being field 
hockey. This sport was very enthusiastically received with 
over 35 girls participating under the guidance of Mr. Jonas 
Glidden and assisted by Miss Patricia Perreault who did 
an outstanding job in helping to make this program suc- 
cessful. We hope to be able to add a J. V. field hockey team 
next year to the program. 


We have done extensive maintenance work this summer 
in our school buildings especially in the Grammar and 
Memorial Schools. We have painted all the classrooms and 
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hallways in both buildings. This was made possible because 
of the extra help that we received through the Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps Program. This is a federal sponsored 
program whereby students are paid by the federal govern- 
ment to work for the School District. 


The athletic field in front of the high school has been 
extended which enables us to play our girls varsity sports 
on this field. We can also better utilize this area for phys- 
ical education program. 


We would like to thank Colonel Drake once again for 
his generous contribution towards improving our high 
school library. This year Colonel Drake has contributed 
$350 towards buying the new rods and curtains for the 
library and $300 for new books. 


In closing | would like to express my thanks once again 
to the Members of the School Board, Superintendent Russell, 
the Members of the Faculty, Staff, Parents and Citizens of 
Pittsfield for their continued support.
